Examination of Rats and Mongoose. 

Hats and mongoose have been examined in Hawaii as follows : Hilo, 
week ended July 4, 1914, 1,756; Honolulu, week ended July 11, 1914, 
330. No plague-infected animal was found. 

During the year from July 1, 1913, to June 30, 1914, 138,245 rats 
and mongoose were examined in Hilo for plague infection. Six 
animals were found to be plague-infected. 

PORTO RICO. 
Examination of Rodents. 

During the two weeks ended July 31, 1914, 878 rats, 245 mice, and 
3 mongoose were examined in Porto Rico. No animal was found 
to l>e plague infected.
